But severe cases of infec-
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laboratory experi­ 
ments performed, efforts to 
transmit the disease to animals 
were unsuccessful. Even when 
human volunteers were trans­ 
fused with blood from infec­ 
tious mononucleosis patients, 
only a few of them developed 
symptoms or blood changes 
suggestive of the illness. So, 
de-spite the fact that the di­ 
sease is called "infectious 
mononucleosis," its contagious­ 
ness is apparently very slight. 

It has also been shown that 
many cases of illness thought 
to be infectious mononucleosis 
(glandular fever) did not have 
the typical blood changes that 
occur in the actual presence of 
the disease. Laboratory tests 
of blood and serum, especially 
the serologic heterophil anti­ 
body test, can establish the na­ 
ture of the disease in most 
cases. A positive heterophil 
test by itself is not alw, ays con­ 
sidered conclusive though it 
it provides the most specific 
evidence of the infection. Yet 
some cases of infectious mono­ 
nucleosis, it was suggested 
by one physician, may be het- 
erophil-negative simply be­ 
cause the cases represents 
k'Ss severe infection.
